Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1906, 
with  the  usual  tables,  copies  of  which  have  been  sent  to  the 
County  Council  and  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  physical  features  of  the  district  are  well  known  to 
you,  and  beyond  the  yearly  erection  of  some  twenty  to  thirty 
new  houses,  no  change  has  taken  place. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Births  registered  during  the  year,  87,  a  decided  increase 
on  last  year. 
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The  Birth 

Rate  per 
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is  20*9. 

Deaths  registered  during  the  year,  47,  including  3  non¬ 
residents,  who  died  in  the  Victoria  Cottage  Hospital  at 
Emsworth.  The  number  of  deaths  between  the  ages  of  60 
and  70  is  higher  than  at  any  other  ten-year  period.

Inquests. 

Boy  aged  12,  from  ruptured  bowel,  accidentally  caused  by 
running  against  the  end  of  a  ladder. 

Man  aged  29,  Tetanus  from  accidental  injury  to  hand.

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House  Accommodation. 

I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Stringfellow,  your  Surveyor,  that 
the  Building  and  Sanitary  Committee  have  examined  and 
passed  26  plans  for  new  houses  ;  that  20  new  houses  have 
been  erected  and  passed  as  fit  for  habitation ;  that  7  houses 
are  in  course  of  erection ;  and  that  2  roads  have  been  newly 
opened.  There  is  room  for  more  good  cottage  property  in 
the  district  at  reasonable  rents,  the  majority  of  cottages 
erected  in  recent  years  being  rented  somewhat  higher  than 
average  working  men  can  well  afford.  Speaking  with  over 
20  years  knowledge  of  cottages  in  the  district,  I  think  the 
tenants  are  beginning  to  appreciate  the  value  of  windows 
which  will  open,  and  the  regular  removal  of  house  refuse, 
which  is  well  done  by  the  men  under  the  charge  of  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances. 


Sewerage  and  Drainage 

Have  occupied  your  attention  on  many  occasions  during 
the  3;  ear.  I  trust  that  a  satisfactory  settlement  may  be 
arrived  at  with  the  West  bourne  Bural  District  Council,  in 
order  that  the  scheme  to  be  carried  out  may  deal  with  the 
sewage  of  Westbourne  and  Hermitage,  as  well  as  that  of 
Emsworth.  I  understand  that  as  soon  as  both  Councils 
have  come  to  an  understanding,  this  important  work  will  be 
commenced.  In  the  meantime,  matters  are  as  they  have 
been  for  some  years  past. 


Excrement  Disposal 

Has  been  dealt  with  as  before  by  means  of  Gates’ 
apparatus,  all  requests  on  the  part  of  ratepayers  have  been 
attended  to  with  such  promptitude  as  circumstances  would 
permit.  The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  reports  that  1457  pits 
have  been  cleaned  out.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  disposing 
of  the  contents  of  the  vans,  which  are  removed  at  once  for 
agricultural  purposes.  On  the  whole,  this  is  free  from 
nuisance,  but  occasional  stench  can  be  noticed  when  the 
ground  is  very  dry. 


House  Befuse  is  regularly  removed  by  the  Council’s  carts 
and  men,  I  should  be  glad  to  see  some  form  of  improved 
receptacle  insisted  upon  by  the  Council  for  such  removal,  in 
place  of  old  boxes,  hampers,  &c.,  which  I  see  in  use. 
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Water  Supply 

Is  derived  almost  without  exception  from  the  Borough  of 
Portsmouth  Waterworks  Company’s  reservoirs  at  Bedhamp- 
ton,  and  although  hard,  is  of  excellent  quality.  The  turbidity 
tc  wffiich  I  have  called  attention  in  former  reports,  has  been 
noticed  less  frequently  during  the  year.  The  supply  is  at 
constant  pressure,  a  boon  which  can  only  be  fully  appreciated 
by  those  who  have  lived  where  the  supply  is  intermittent. 


Dairies 

During  the  year,  Bye-laws  for  the  better  regulation  of  the 
Milk  Trade  have  been  adopted,  and  will,  I  trust,  secure  the 
co-operation  of  those  in  the  trade  with  your  officers  to  secure 
a  pure  milk  supply  for  the  district  in  accordance  with 
modern  knowledge.  The  fact  that  infantile  diarrhoea  is 
seldom  seen,  is,  I  think,  testimony  to  the  quality  of  the  milk 
sold. 


Bakehouses  (5) 

Are  well  kept,  and  whitewashed  regularly.  There  are  no 
Common  Lodging  Houses  or  offensive  trades  in  the  district. 

Slaughterhouses 

Are  all  of  the  old-fashioned  type,  and  with  one  exception 
adjoin  the  shops  of  the  butchers.  They  are  clean  and  well 

kept. 


Schools. 

There  are  several  small  private  Schools,  all  conducted  in 
private  houses.  The  public  Elementary  Schools  are  two  (a) 
the  Infant  School,  (b)  the  Mixed  School.  In  consequence 
of  the  first  six  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  October,  occurring  at 
the  Infant  School,  I  recommended  the  School  should  be 
closed  on  October  15th.  At  the  end  of  14  days,  as  no  fresh 
cases  had  occurred,  the  School  was  re-opened.  Further 
allusion  will  be  made  in  my  notes  on  tbe  Diphtheria  cases.

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Infectious  Diseases. 

Typhoid. — Only  two  cases  occurred.  When  the  previous 
record  of  the  town  in  respect  of  the  disease  is  remembered, 
the  fact  that  in  1906  the  temperature  and  recorded  sunshine 
(see  weather  report)  were  above  the  average,  and  only  two 
cases  of  Typhoid  notified,  is  a  matter  for  congratulation. 

Diphtheria. — Has,  on  the  contrary,  been  heavy,  25  cases 
having  been  notified.  My  close  attention  was  given  to  the 
outbreak,  and  at  first  it  seemed  as  if  the  focus  of  the  disease 
was  at  the  Infant  School,  but  the  subsequent  run  of  cases 
showed  the  outbreak  to  be  due  to  general  activity  of  germ 
life  rather  than  a  local  source  of  infection. 

Of  the  25  cases,  7  occurred  in  October,  6  in  November, 
and  12  in  December.

I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  great  value  of  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Havant,  and  to  express  my  thanks  and  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  Dr.  Norman  for  the  kind  and  ready  response  he  made 
to  our  frequent  demands  for  beds.  On  more  than  one 
occasion  it  happened  that  a  patient  was  seen  for  the  first 
time  by  the  practitioner  who  made  the  diagnosis,  and  within 
two  hours  was  in  the  Hospital,  so  willing  and  ready  were 
the  Hospital  authorities  to  meet  us.  All  the  cases  under 
treatment  there  recovered,  and  in  no  case  was  any  objection 
raised  to  my  advice  for  removal,  a  marked  contrast  to  the 
days  when  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  first  opened.  In  my 
opinion  the  prompt  isolation  and  good  treatment  saved  the 
town  from  a  serious  outbreak,  and  many  a  home  from  the 
loss  of  one  of  its  little  ones. 
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In  two  of  the  cases  the  symptoms  were  so  slight  that  had 
it  not  been  for  taking  a  swab  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  receiving  a  report  from  the  Clinical  Research  Associa¬ 
tion  that  the  specific  organism  of  Diphtheria  was  present,  I 
do  not  think  anyone  would  have  recognized  them  as  cases 
of  Diphtheria.  Recent  investigations  in  the  schools  of  a 
town  having  a  school  population  of  16,000,  have  demon¬ 
strated  the  fact  that  as  many  as  33  per  cent  of  the  75 
children  in  one  particular  School,  all  of  whom  were  in 
apparent  perfect  health,  had  the  specific  bacillus  of  Diphtheria 
in  their  throats,  and  would  act  as  carriers  of  the  disease 
without  themselves  being  sufferers.  This  fact  explains  one 
of  the  difficulties  in  tracing  the  sources  of  infection.
